Enclosed please find the Defendant's Objections and Comments to the pre-sentence 
report prepared in connection with the above referenced case. 

Paragraphs 27 through 30: As noted in the Government's Receipt and 
Acknowledgment, pursuant to Paragraph 4 of the Plea Agreement the only adjustment to the 
basToffense level in this case under USSG §2G2.2 is that Mr. Webb "possessed at least ^ISC but 
less than 300 still images of child pornography," resulting in a 3 point adjustmen to the base 
offeSevel Therefore, the adjustments pursuant to USSG §2G2.2(b)(2Xmatenal involved a 
pubescent minor), (b)(3)(C)(material was distributed to a minor) and (b)(6 )( computer used to 
facilitate offense) do not apply in this case. 

Paragraph 34 and 36: With corrections noted above the adjusted offense level is 27 and 
the total offense level is 24. 

Paragraph 80: Based on a total offense level of 24 and a criminal history category of III , 
the guideline range for imprisonment is 63-78 months.
